of Manila by tho gallant Dewey, and 
the capture of tho fort and city by our 
army find navy, Aguiunldo usurped 
the control of the insurgent force,-, 
declared 
himself 
dictator 
of tho 


Philippine Islands, and without ex- 
cuse assaulted our army, and has since 
disputed the authority of the United 
States in the islands and has mnde it 
necessary, in defense of tho honor and 
right of our nation, to take possession 
of the archipelago, peaceably if we 
ciu, forcibly if we must 


Aguinaldo's Ambition. 


"That ambitious young man doubt- 


less hoped that the rich treasure be- 
longing to the church authorities iu 
the islands would fall into his hands 
and furnish the means by which he 
could build himself up and wage a 
successful war against tho authority 
of the United States. Ho has been 
mistaken in his judgment, and Ms 


efforts are coming to naught, as our 
brave and gallant armies are routing 
him and his followers as fast as they 
are met, either in the trenches or be- 
hind their breastworks. 


"The case is clear that tho United 


States is iu the right It would be a 
disjraco to the nation to do otherwise 
than go forward until the authority of 
the United States shall be recognized 
and tho insurgents lay down their 
arms. Tho sovereignty of the United 
States over the S; 000, COO Filipinos who 
'occupy the 110,000 square miles of 


territory in tha Philippine Arcliipela, 
is as complete as that of any govern 
rnent 
in the world over its ow 


domain. 


"I have no sympathy, follow cit 


zeus, with men, citizeus 
o£ Ih 


United States, who 
are 
taking 


course, the direct effect of which ha 
been and Is to encourage the iusnr 
gents in the Philippines in thoir re 
sistaiioo to tho authority of tho Unite 
States, and which has prolonged th 
struggle and caused the loss of man 
gallant and patriotic American sol 
diers. 


"Tho right 
of the Filipinos t 


govern themselves nuder tho priu 
ciples of the Declaration of Inde 
peudence is not iu issue. Aguiuald 
is a usurper, n dictator, n self-ap 
poiuted 
ruler, 
who 
attacked th 


United States troops while they wer 
at war with Spain, and the people o 
the islands are no nearer a govern 
ment of thair own under him thai 
they had beeu under Spanish rule 
The only probable outcome is that th 
United States must exercise sover 
eiguty aucl control in those islands fo 
tho time, and ns soon as the divers 
and antagonistic tribal elements bhal 
become better adapted aud qualiflu 
for 
self-government, 
a 
ropublicai 


form of government will bo accordo 
to them. Iu faot, the commission, bj 
direction of tho president, has already 
tendered to them a plan of govern 
meut for the present, which tho Fill 
piuos, I trust, will accept 
Ultimate Decision Just.

States over the islands which wore 
coded by Spain to tho United States. 


"Ho would be derelict of duty if he 


did not. Those critics and grumblers 
don't say, 'Come away." They can not 
say that. They know that would bo n 
disgraceful performance. But they do 
say, 'Pacify the Filipinos.1 That is 
exactly what the government is trying 
to do. 


'We have an able commission hold- 


ing out to the Filipinos, in good faith, 
tho olivo branch of peace, but they 
can go uc further than the army clears 
the way by tho sword. Tho president 
is assuming no authority ho ought not 
to exercise, lie is not usurping tho 
power which belongs to Congress. 


"When tho proper time arrives, in 


tho next Congress, or the one to fol- 
.ow, Congress and the president will 
agree on suuh a policy as may be 
learned wisest and best for tho gov- 
ernment of the Philippines, for the 
establishment of such a scheme of 
,'overnmeiit as may be deemed best 
idapted to their condition and to in- 
sure thoir greatest welfare."

TRAGEDY 


AT JOPLIN 


A Missouri Barber Murders His 


Entire Family, 


Awful Discovery Made on 


Thursday. 


JOPLIN, MO., May 26.— Joplin was 


the scene of an awful tragedy Tuesday 
night, but the discovery was not made 
until noon Thursday, when two boys, 
in passing one of the many tents in 
the eastern outskirts of town, noticed 
a most offensivo smell and saw great 
swarms of flies in tho tent. Approach- 
ing nearer, they saw a dead man lying 
upon tho floor with a_revolver in his 
right hand. On a bed near by was 
the body of a woman with her skull 
crushed in by some blunt instrument 
and ou another bed wero the dead 
bodies of a boy of about 12 and a girl 
of about 10 years of age, their heads 
being also crushed. A bloody claw 
hammer on the floor told^the story of 
their death. 


As they started to hurry out of the 


tent the boys almost stumbled over a 
more horrible object, tho headless body 
of a little girl about four years of ago. 
Tho head was close to tho .body, al- 
most under one of the child's arms. 


This tragedy was reported to the 


police, and an investigation followed. 
Persons living in a tent ICO yards 
from the scene of tho tragedy heard a 
woman scream and a shot fired about 


12 o'clock Tuesday night, but thought 
nothing further about it. Judging 
from tho appearance aud.condition of 
the bodies, the tragedy occurred about 
that time. 


Tho 
family [consisted of James 


Edwin Moss, Mrs. Ha L. Moss, his 
wife; Cloyd Moss, Beulah Moss and 
Laura Moss, their children. 


Moss probably murdered his family 


while in a fit of despondency and then 
killed himself. 


Moss was a barber by trade and for- 


merly lived in Independence, Mo., 
and 
later iu Nevada, 
Mo., from 


whence ho moved to Joplin six weeks 
ago. Being unable to liud a vacant 
house, they lived 
in a tent. 
He 


worked at tho mines, but littlo is 
known of the family. 


Tho general appearance of things in 


the tent indicate that Mrs. Moss was 
a woman of refinement and an excel 
leut housekeeper. 
Two of Thomas 


Paine's works, "Tho Ago of Reason" 
and "Tho Rights of Man, " wero found 
iu the tent, which lead to tho belief 
that Moss was an admirer of Paine. 
The books showed signs 
of much 


handling. A §1000 policy in Inde 
peudeuco Camp, No. 22, Woodmen of 
the World, was found among Moss' 
papers, nud a note signed by Moss was 
found on the floor saying, "There was 
no truer wife nor lovelier children 
than mine." 


The murrlerered wife and children 


wero in bed iu their night clothes 
when killed, and the pillows and bod 
clothes were stiff with dried blood. 
Moss shot himself in the right temple 
with a 45-culibor pistol, tho bullet 
passing through tho head aud coming 
out behind tho left ear. 
The young- 


est child's head had been cut off with 
a razor. 
The job had probably been 


done quickly, but tho first stroke had 
doubtless missed its mark, for ^t 
child had been'scalped as well as 
decapitated. 


A coroner's inquest was held over 


tho Mess family and tho bodies will 
be buried tociay.

CUBA'S WEAKNESS 


In 
nothing developed .since tho 


declaiatiou of war with Spain has 
there boon so complete a revolution of 
sentiment as there has touching 
so-called Cuban government and tho 
ability of tho Cubans for self-govoru- 
niout. President McKiuloy, who prac- 
tically stood aluuu against recognizing 
the so-called Cuban government, had 
beon completely vindicated and tho 
country gives him 
full credit for 


guarding against that which would 
have- beon a fatal error. 


Ex-Gov. John Gary Evaus of South 


Carolina, who, aa a member of Gen- 
eral Lucllow's stall at one timo had 
charge of tho city of Havana, called 
at the white house today. 
He re 


turned from Cuba about tliroo weeks 
ago. 
His accounts of Cuban condi- 


tions are most interesting, llo is a 
firm believer in annexation. In ex 
pressing his views he snicl: 


"If yon could luivo seen tho army 


that 
marched into Havana behind 


Gomez you would have acknowledged 
tho impossibility of decent scK-gov- 
eminent on that island. Of all tho 
heterogeuous assemblages over gath- 
ered this \vns tho worst. Coxey's 
army was a company of aristocratic 
gentlemen by comparison. 
All this 


talk about the patriotism of the Cuban 
army is a myth. 
They wero largely 


actuated by a dcniro for plunder aud 
for oilioe. Thov now want to rulo tho 
island, because they soo their chances 
of looting the treasury will not be 
good 
so long as it remains under 


American control. 
To turn the island 


over to tho Cubans would bo a worbe 
crime against civilization than to have 
allowed the Spanish to rule it. 
There 


would be a revolution every two 
months. 
There is suoh a terrible 


mixture of population, %vitb 110 pride 
of birth, aud no training in decent 
aud orderly civil government, that 
little could be hoped from native rule. 
The intelligent property owning classes 
are unanimous for annexation. 
They 


see no other way out of it. 
Under 


proper government this would bo one 
of the most prosperous islands in the 
world. It is green all the year round, 
rich in forests and minerals. "

THE MAYOH'S SALARY. 


Elsewhere iu this paper appears an 


opinion by Johns & Housum, a promi- 
nent law firm in this city, addressed 
to Mayor Stadler, touching the ques- 
tion of fixing tho mayor's salary after 
his election aud inauguration. While 
the Republican, on general principles, 
favors a fair salary i'or the mayors of 
citios liko Decatur, whore so much 
devolves upon him, it is not disposed 
to enter into any discussion uL the 
legnl features of the question at this 


time, nor has it any sympathy with 
tho theory advanced in some quarters 
that Mayor Stadler is not justifiable 
iu accepting the salary fixed by the 
city council. 


There is a curious bit of history in 


connection with this subject. In ISSo, 
when Mr. Kalian was first elected 
mayor, tliu city council, attor his 
inauguration, fixed his salary, as well 
as tho soliry of nil (.'l.'crive ollicorsi 
for tho term for which hu was electeu' 
at §230 per annum. Iu IhsT, upon the 
re-election of ?Jr. Kaiiau ami afit'i- his 
inauguration, tho city council offered 
to fix his salary at iflOOO per annum 
for the second term, but the offer was 
declined aud tho salary was fixed at 
f)00 per annum. 
This custom con- 


tinued for sometime, but afterward: 
tho ^council adopted the practice of j 
fixing 
the 
salary 
of the elective 


officers annually 
but 
always at'ror 


their election and inauguration. 
V,*o 


do not find, however, that the salary 
of tho mayor has been changed siuco 
1SS7 until this year. 


Mr. Stadlor's position is that he 


wants tho salary if ho is entitled to it 
and will not take it if not entitled to 
it. 
The remedy, if he signs the 


ordinance and attempts to draw the 
increased salary, is easy, simple and 
prompt. 
Any citizen taxpayer may 


apply for an injunction against payinS 
tho monthly salary and the whole 
thing can be settled before a circuit 
judge iu five days.

ODR TROOPSHIPS. 


Enrupwui Military Men Marvel 


Wha.t Has Be«-m Accomplished 


by Them. 


Within 60 days 6,000 American sol- 


diers have sailed through the Jtediter- 
rancan, past the doors of the nations oj 
Europe. An object lesson in something 
more than numbers has been given. 


Ten months ago such a possession as 


a troopship was unknown to the United 
Ktatei government. 
The only trans- 


portation with which the American 
quartermasters were familiar was on 
land. 


Vt'hen the opening weeks of the war 


found troops mobilizing at Tampa, the 
government was obliged to chartei 
craft .scattered all the way from New 
York to New Orleans. The boats were 
of various bhapes and sizes. They were 
hurriedly transformed into transports 
and Shafter'b expedition of 1-1,000 men 
got oil for a three days' steaming after 
uhat, at onetime, threatened to be end- 
less confupion. 


Last week one of the new troopships 


dropped anchor in Manila bay, after n 
trip more than half way around the 
uorid and in the season of btornis. OJ 
the 2,00'J souls on board not one had sus- 
tained an accident of so much as a 
broken arm. 


When ouc of those American troop- 


ships stopped at Gibraltar, British of- 
ficers asUed the prhilege of inspection. 
They v.ent aboard and with the thor- 
oughness of experts proceeded to look 
over the arrangements to the smallest 
details. They examined the sleeping 
spaces, the galleys, the exercise quar- 
ters, the baths, in short, every part oi 
the ship. 


And when they had finished they 


told the Amcrii-an oiiicers that (.ire-it 
Britain, with all her experience, in tLe 
water transportation of troops, had mi 
transports to compare with those the 
American gwernmcnit had devised for 
the movement of soldiers to distant pos- 
sessions. 


They explained that the British gov- 


ernment neu-r moved such numbers oi 
soldiers on an ocean voyage without ex- 
pecting to lose one or more disabled by 
accidents iueident to sea travel. 


With 0,000 on the way to Manila by 


the easterly route, the war department 
has had 3.000 on the water by the west- 
ern route. An army of American troop? 
is moving across the o'-ean bound for a 
common destination, and the achieve- 
ment receives Raarcely more than pass- 
ing attention in the United States. 


To other governments this easy exe 


cution of a great military transporta- 
tion problem is :i matter of much more 
comment and surprise than it is at 
home. 
The military journals of for- 


eign, countries are discussing it at, thev 
did some of the feats of the American 
army and navy in the war with fcpain. 


This movement of troops and muni- 


tions to Manila from the United States 
,s another of the series of eye-opi.!n 
for the rest of the world. —St. Louis

DESTINY OF THE NEGRO, 


Vle»r» or n .Voted Colom! RdKcnt 


on This Momentous 


Problem. 


Booker T. Washington, princip.il of 


the Tuskegee (Ala.) normal and in- 
dustrial institute, addressed the Lwi'-fue 
for Political Education recently on the 
subject of "Kuce Problems." He t:.id 
that the solution of the race problem 
might be bummed up in the s'/uement 
that in proportion at the negroes v.-ere 
improved along educational,'industrial 
und moral lines in the same proportion 
would the evils affecting the race )>e 
eliminated, 
" 


"You cannot, however," said the 


speaker, "bring- nbout these necessary 
i'-forms in a day or by any short cut. 
It is a matter of time and patience. 
Bring proper influence to bear upon 
the negro, make his environments con- 
genial and uplifting, ivork on him not 
r,o much directly as unconsciously, and 
the matter will in time solve 
itself, 


for, let me say that ive are not go- 
ing to bo gotten rid of as a race. We 
arc going to stay here in order to help 
5011. our government and our coun- 
try." 


The speaker then referred to the 


movement some years ago which sought 
10 solve the race problem by trans- 
porting negroes to Liberia. "But that 
won't wive, it," the speaker adder] 
"Those people who thought that send- 
ing fiOO black men to Liberia would be 
the beginning of a satisfactory ending 
of the race problem forgot that on the 
very morning that those negroes were 
transported 000 or more black babies 
.-ere barn. 
Xor will the problem be 


solved by putting the blacks in nny ter- 
ritory in the west. Tor, first, you would 
have to put up a wall about the ter- 
ritory to keep the negroes in, and then 
you would have to put up another wall 
to keep the v.liite men out. Xo, there 
is a better and higher solution of the 
difficulty than that. The negroes ought 
to be taught to do as good work as the 
white man in agriculture and in all in- 
dustrial lines. 
The conditions with 


which they are surrounded should be 
studied carefully. 
They should be 


taught the dignity, the beauty and the 
civilizing po^er of labor, 
and that 


there is no disgrace in any kind of 
work. 
Above all, they should be edu- 


cated wherever and as fully as it is 
possible, and then their ignorance 
would not be made a pretext for keep- 
ing them dowu. 


"Let mo remind yon that there are 


nearly 
10,000,000 of us, and that 


wherever our life touches yours we 
either help or hurt you. There can be 
no separation of our destinies. Let us 
then settle the- problem in a sensible 
and logical manner. 
Let us, in short, 


make the negro a man so that he can 
do as much work as a white man and 
meet him with full confidence in a 
business way. 
Make him a useful and 


an important member of the commu- 
nity in which li« lives, and then, believe 
me, he will work out his own salvation." 
—X. Y. Times.

At Ciiloocuri he was wounded in 
the leg-, but not seriously, and by a 
strange coincidence the bullet struck 
exactly at the spot where he had re- 
ceived a wound in the civil war. Writ- 
ing- to lila home folks Capt. Boltwood 
says: 


"As ffw n.s appearances go, we are a 


hard-looking set. We arc dressed in our 
brown canvaa suits and have not taken 
them off since we started, 15 days ago, 
except to wash. Kelts and cartridges 
always wornandrifles carried if the men 
leave the line for any distance. During 
the civil war 1 belie; o I never was kept 
as close for PO many consecutive days, 
even in tho front of Petersburg- and 
Richmond. 


"Every ons of the insurgents carries 


a long knife and no one expects to live 
if captured by them. \Ve are nearly as 
black as the natives, and, unshaven and 
unshorn, our friends at home would 
hardly lc:\ow us. \Ve all feel, however, 
that when wo get back to Topeka and 
march down Kansas avenue the recep- 
tion %ve get will repay us for much we 
have endured. 


"My wound is getting along iirst-riUe. 


The bruise was severe and is still black 
for a space, of five to cightinches. I be- 
lic^e the ball struck flatvusr1, as the 
force nearly broke my leg. Our health 
is good and the air out here i^ much 
better than in town."—Kansas City 
Journal. -

to Callao. From Callao to Honolulu 
From Honolulu to Manila. A long trip 
on the saJt seas! The first time the 
Oregon entered Bahia harbor it -.vat- 
dark night. \\ar had commenced, and 
warning had been cabled that four 
heavily armored cruisers and three tor- 
pedo boats would attempt to intercept 
her. The return passage has been a 
peaceful one. 


The stay of the special squadron at 


Callao was most pleasant; nearly 1,000 
men were given liberty, aud their con- 
duct while on shore was such as to re- 
ceive praise from the press and public 
officials. The papers even warned the 
visiting bluejackets of efforts which 
would be made by those who live by 
their wits to extort money from them 
in various ways, and when, as seem.* 
tho rule of cabmen nil o\er the world, 
extortionate fares were demanded, the 
police quickly adjusted the matter. 


Some old salts were satisfied to es- 


tablish themselves within 50 yards of 
the landing-, where the\ could keep one 
eye on the ships and the other on the 
dispcn&cr of pisco, with whom, as is 
their custom, they had at once depos- 
ited all the money they did not require 
for their immediate »ced3.

They had been shoulder 
to shoulder in the blockade and bom- 
bardments of Santiago, and together 
they had headed for ('erv<Ma's ships on 
the nd of last July. Now- the Iowa was 
called homo to the port the untried 
Oregon had left ,1 year ago, while the 
latter was to go on—to Honolulu, to 
Manila, and to whatever may be de- 
creed beyond.

SEW CANALS IN GERMANY. 


The Grcnt Waterway That Ii to Horn 


East and IVect Tlironjjh the 


Country. 


The Germans attribute their rapid 


commercial progress in part to the ad- 
vanced development of their iuterual 
mean? of communication by rail, river 
and cuiiul. They are not able, for in- 
stance, to mine coal quite so cheaply 
as is done in England, but they can 
carry their products to the iron mines 
Cor smelting ptirposos on the state rail- 
roads. at so small a fig-tire that it equal- 
izes matters, and they accordingly 
manufacture pig iron as cheaply as is 
done in Kngland. The^- are now at work 
on what ia known as the Midland canal. 
which is to run east and west, cutting 
through the territory 
between the 


Elbe and the Rhine, permitting not only 
the direct passage of ships from one to 
the other without unloading, but also 
allowing Rhine boats to carry cargoes 
gathered in the harbors of the North 
oca to places far inland. The canal wild 
also connect with oilier canal systems, 
penetrating to the Oder and Vistula. 
>o that, all parts of the country may be 
reached by water direct from the Xorth 
sea. Side canals are to run to Osna- 
iiruck. Ililder&hcim. Pcine, Brunswick 
Madgebitrg. and perhaps to Ncinburg 
The cost of the work is estimated at

Nature has traced the course of this 


canal, and the work presents so few 
difficulties that it is hard to understand 
why it has not been built before, con- 
sidering the importance of the region 
between the Ems, "Weser and Elbe as n 
moans of internal communication. The 
Dortmund canal, already in operation, 
will be a part of the system! The- canal 
will be dug from Bevcrgcrn. on the 
Dortmund canal, to the 1'nis. will reach 
the V.'esor at Mimirn. the Lcinc near 
Hanover, and will finallv join the Kibe 
it Ileintichsberir, a little below Madge- 
biirc-. This xtrctch of the canal will be 
nbmit 2fi) miles long. The region is 
very flat, and over half the canal will 
be at an altitude of about 150 feet and 
70 miles at an elevation of 175 feet. 
There will be only six locks. The canal 
will be 110 feet wide at the surface, M 
feet wide nt the bottom, and ten feet 
deep. 


As the great ditch will run through 


a region of extensive marshes, tho canal 
will be of much importance not onlv for 
commerce but also as a regulator of the 
drainage and water supply. 
In the 


eastern part of its course the iron in- 
dustries are highly developed. It is 
also expected that large quantities of 
fertilizers will be transported by the 
canal for the improvement of the poor, 
sandy soil in this part of the low Ger- 
man plain, and it is thought the result 
will bo a considerable increase in the 
density of population. 


Canalization is of much importance 


in a country like Germany, and the re- 
sults thus far obtained have more than 
justified the expenditure. 
Emperor 


William recently said that the empire's 
future is on the water, and he has done 
much to encourage canal building. 
Last month he approved the plans for 
the, projected ship canal between Stet- 
tin and llerlin, by means of which M-s- 
scls of heavy tonnage will be able to 
load and discharge cargoes at Uerlin. — 
X. Y. Sun.

A recent trareler in Mexico, who vis- 


ited the ininea there during his journey, 
says that he was inufh astonished at 
seeing the men carry the ore come out 
of the mine each with one eye shut. 


The foreman, seeing his surprise, ex- 


plained the matter. lie said the can- 
dles belonging to the trateros 
(who 


drill and blast) do not give sufficient 
light in thi> drifts, where it is tonse- 
rjui-Dtly quite dark, but where, never- 
theless, the tarateros see well enough 
not to run thf>ir heads 
against 
the 


rooks. 
But, on emerging into day- 


light, they would be blinded did they 
not take precautionary measures. 


For this reason, as they approach the 


mouth of the shaft, at a point where 
they eatch the first glimpse of ligM, 
they drop the eyelid of one eye, and 
keep this down while they are discharg- 
ing- thi-ir ore and until they have re- 
tle.Sff-udorl the shaft. 


When they are again in the dark, they 


open the eye kept hitherto in reserve, 
and at once see everything distinctly; 
while the other eye, previously open 
and somewhat blinded by the daylight, 
perceives nothing at all.

It 
is stated thnt so much ozone is formed 
by the descending flakes that to those 
familiar with it there is a marked smell 
of that clement in the air aftor a snow- 
storm.
